100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
cleai'ly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  i-efers  to  any  proposed  woi-k,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a

Scheme  to  control  and  regulate  the  Trans¬ 
portation,  Packing,  Storage,  and  Mar¬ 
keting  OF  CERTAIN  VEGETABLES  GROWN 
in  a  Described  Area  of  British  Columbia. 

1.  The  scheme  shall  be  known  as  the  “  B.C. 
Coast  Vegetable  Scheme.” 

2.  In  this  scheme  and  in  any  orders,  rules, 
or  regulations’  made  by  the  Marketing  Board, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires : — 

(a.)  The  “Act”  means  “Natural  Products 
Marketing  (British  Columbia)  Act,” 
chapter  38,  Statutes  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  1934,  and  all  amendments  thereto: 

( b .)  “  Area  ”  means  that  part  of  the  Province 
bounded  as  follows :  Commencing  at  the 
intersection  of  the  49th  parallel  of  lati¬ 
tude  with  the  121st  meridian  of  longi¬ 
tude  ;  thence  due  north  to  the  50th 
parallel  of  latitude;  thence  due  west  to 
the  122nd  meridian  of  longitude;  thence 
due  north  to  the  53rd  parallel  of  lati¬ 
tude;  thence  due  west  to  the  western 
boundary  of  the  Province  ;  thence  south¬ 
erly  and  easterly  along  the  western  and 
southern  boundaries  of  the  Province  to 
the  point  of  commencement;  and  in  ad¬ 
dition  that  part  of  Cariboo  Provincial 
Electoral  District  not  within  the  fore¬ 
going: 

(c.)  “Delegate”  means  any  person  elected 
by  vote  of  the  registered  producer’s  of 
any  district  into  which  the  area  is 
divided  as  hereinafter  provided: 

(cl.)  “  Grower  ”  means  any  person  growing 
the  controlled  product  on  land  either 
owned  or  leased  by  him,  and  includes  a 
producer: 

(e.)  “Marketing”  means  the  preparing  for 
market  and  the  buying  or  selling  or 
otherwise  disposing  of  the  regulated 
product,  and  includes  the  shipping  of  the 
product  for  sale  or  for  storage  and  sub¬ 
sequent  sale,  and  the  offering  of  the 
regulated  product  for  sale: 

(/.)  “Marketing  Board”  and  “Board,”  ex¬ 
cept  when  immediately  preceded  by  the 
word  Provincial,  mean  the  Marketing- 
Board  authorized  to  administer  this 
scheme : 

(g.)  “  Minister  ”  means  the  Minister  of  Agri¬ 
culture  for  the  Province  of  British  Co¬ 
lumbia  : 

(h.)  “  Owner  ”  means  any  person  registered 
in  the  books  of  any  Land  Registry  Office 
as  owner  of  the  fee-simple  of  any  land 
or  as  holder  of  the  last  agreement  to 
purchase  any  land,  and  includes  any 
ex-soldier  who  is  the  holder  of  an  agree¬ 
ment  to  purchase  land  from  the  Soldier 
Settlement  Board: 

( i .)  “  Person  ”  includes  any  partnership, 
firm,  or  corporation : 

“Producer”  means  any  owner  of  one 
acre  or  more  of  land  in  the  area  upon 
which  land  the  regulated  product  is 
grown  for  sale:

( m .)  “  Regulated  product  ”  means  tomatoes 
grown  out-of-doors  and  vegetables  of  all 
kinds,  except  rhubarb  and  hothouse  cu¬ 
cumbers. 

3.  Wherever  the  masculine  or  singular  is 
used  throughout  this  scheme  the  same  shall  be 
construed  as  meaning  the  feminine  or  plural. 

Application. 

4.  This  scheme  shall  apply  to  all  persons  who 
produce,  pack,  transport,  store,  or  market  the 
regulated  product,  and  to  all  kinds  and  grades 
of  the  regulated  product. 

Purpose. 

5.  The  scheme  is  to  control  and  regulate,  un¬ 
der  a  Marketing  Board,  subject  to  the  direction 
of  the  Provincial  Board,  the  transportation, 
packing,  storage,  and  marketing  of  the  regu¬ 
lated  product. 

6.  The  name  of  the  Marketing  Board  is  the 
“  B.C.  Coast  Vegetable  Marketing  Board,”  and 
its  head  office  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Vancouver, 
B.C. 

Constitution  of  the  Marketing  Board. 

7.  The  Marketing  Board  shall  consist  of  three 
members. 

8.  The  Marketing  Board,  up  to  and  including 
the  31st  day  of  May,  1937,  shall  consist  of : 
Leslie  Gilmore,  of  Steveston,  B.C.;  Andrew  H. 
Peterson,  of  Duncan,  B.C.;  and  Archibald  W. 
McLelan,  of  Cloverdale,  B.C.  Leslie  Gilmore, 
of  Steveston,  B.C.,  shall  be  Chairman  of  the 
Board. 

9.  Except  as  provided  in  clause  8,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  by  the  dele¬ 
gates  of  the  districts  into  which  the  area  is 
divided,  and  they  shall  hold  office  from  the  1st 
day  of  June  of  the  year  in  which  they  are  elected 
until  the  31st  day  of  May  of  the  following  year. 
The  annual  election  shall  be  held1  not  later  than 
the  3 1st  day  of  May. 

10.  The  area  shall  be  divided  into  nine  dis^ 
tricts,  as  follows: — 

District  No.  1. — The  Municipality  of  Rich¬ 
mond,  the  Cities  of  Vancouver  and  New 
Westminster,  and  the  Provincial  Elec¬ 
toral  Districts  of  North  Vancouver  and 
Burnaby. 

District  No.  2. — Barnston  Island  and  the  Mu¬ 
nicipality  of  Surrey. 

District  No.  3. — Municipality  of  Delta. 

District  No.  U. — The  Municipalities  of  Lang¬ 
ley  and  Matsqui. 

District  No.  5. — All  that  part  of  the  area 
lying  east  of  the  Municipality  of  Matsqui 
and  south  and  east  of  the  Fraser  River. 

District  No.  6. — Dewdney  Provincial  Elec¬ 
toral  District. 

District  No.  7. — The  Provincial  Electoral 
Districts  of  Esquimalt,  Saanich,  Vic¬ 
toria,  and  The  Islands. 

District  No.  8. — The  Provincial  Electoral  Dis¬ 
tricts  of  Comox,  Cowichan-Newcastle, 
and  Alberni-Nanaimo. 

District  No.  9. — That  part  of  the  area  not 
within  any  other  district. 

In  this  clause  every  reference  to  any  Provin¬ 
cial  electoral  districts  means  that  Provincial

12.  The  Board  shall  make  all  arrangements

13.  Every  nomination  shall  be  in  writing  in 
the  form  fixed  by  the  Board,  and  shall  be  signed 
by  at  least  two  registered  producers  and  the 
nominee,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Board 
not  later  than  the  date  fixed  for  receiving  nomi¬ 
nations. 

14.  In  the  event  of  not  more  than  one  candi¬ 
date  being  nominated  in  any  district  within  the 
period  fixed  for  receiving  nominations,  the  can¬ 
didate  so  nominated  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
elected  by  acclamation.

Each  delegate  attending  such  meeting 
shall  be  entitled  to  nominate  one  registered 
grower  for  membership  to  the  Board-:  Provided 
that  any  nomination  shall  be  accompanied  by 
the  written  consent  of  the  nominee;  and  pro¬ 
vided  further  that  no  delegate  shall  be  eligible 
for  nomination. 

( d .)  The  delegates  shall  proceed  with  the 
election  of  the  members  of  the  Board  as  soon 
as  convenient  after  the  close  of  the  nomination: 
Provided  that  if  only  three  candidates  are  nomi¬ 
nated  for  the  Board,  such  candidates  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  elected  to  the  Board  by 
acclamation. 

( e .)  The  election  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  each 
delegate  attending  the  meeting  shall  have  one 
vote  for  each  registered  producer  in  his  district. 

(/.)  Each  vote  shall  be  cast  for  three  candi¬ 
dates,  no  more,  no  less,  otherwise  the  ballot 
shall  be  deemed  a  spoiled  ballot. 

(g.)  The  three  candidates  receiving  the  three 
highest  numbers  of  votes  cast  at  the  election 
shall  be  declared  elected. 

(h.)  In  event  of  a  tied  vote,  the  candidates 
so  tied  shall  be  voted  upon  again,  and  the  can¬ 
didate  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  deemed  elected,  and  should  the  second 
ballot  result  in  a  tied  vote,  then  the  Chairman 
of  the  retiring  Board  shall  have  authority  to 


decide  which  of  the  tied  candidates  is  elected. 

( i .)  Following  the  election  of  the  Board,  the 
delegates  shall  elect  one  member  thereof  as 
Chairman  of  the  Board. 

O’.)  The  delegates  shall  fix  the  remuneration 
of  the  Chairman  and  other  members  of  the 
Board:  Provided  that  the  remuneration  so  fixed 
shall  be  subject  to  revision  of  the  Provincial 
Board  from  time  to  time. 

( k .)  Failure  on  the  part  of  a  delegate  to  at¬ 
tend  the  election  meeting  or  to  vote  thereat 
shall  not  invalidate  the  election  of  a  member  of 
the  Board. 

21.  In  the  event  of  any  delay  or  irregularity 
occurring  in  the  conduct  of  any  election  or  of 
any  doubt  arising  as  to  the  validity  of  any  elec¬ 
tion,  the  Provincial  Board  shall  have  authority 
to  determine  who  are  the  members  of  the  Mar¬ 
keting  Board,  and  to  fix  the  said  members’  terms 
of  office,  and  to  direct  the  holding  of  a  special 
election  if  the  Provincial  Board-  deems  it  advis¬ 
able. 

Powers  of  Marketing  Board. 

22.  The  Marketing  Board  shall  have  the  fol¬ 
lowing  powers: — 

(a.)  To  regulate  the  time  and  place  at  which 
and  to  designate  the  agency  through 
which  any  regulated  product  shall  be 
packed,  stored,  or  marketed;  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  manner  of  distribution,  the 
quantity  and  quality,  grade  or  class  of 
the  regulated  product  that  shall  be 
transported,  packed,  stored,  or  mar¬ 
keted  by  any  person  at  any  time; 
and  to  prohibit  the  transportation, 
packing,  storage,  or  marketing  of  any 
grade,  quality,  or  class  of  any  regulated 
product : 

(6.)  To  exempt  from  any  determination  or 
order  any  person  or  class  of  persons 
engaged  in  the  production,  packing, 
transpoi’ting,  storing,  or  marketing  of 
the  regulated  product  or  any  class, 
variety,  or  grade  thereof : 

(c.)  To  require  any  or  all  persons  engaged 
in  the  production,  packing,  transport¬ 
ing,  storing,  or  marketing  of  the  regu¬ 
lated  product  to  register  with  and  ob¬ 
tain  licences  from  the  Board: 

( d .)  To  fix  and  collect  yeai-ly,  half-yearly, 
quarterly,  or  monthly  licence  fees  from 
any  or  all  persons  producing,  packing, 
transporting,  storing,  or  marketing  the 
regulated  product;  and  for  this  purpose 
to  classify  such  persons  into  groups, 
and  fix  the  licence  fees  payable  by  the 
members  of  the  different  groups  in  dif¬ 
ferent  amounts;  and  to  recover  any 
such  licence  fees  by  suit  in  any  Court 
of  competent  jurisdiction: 

( e .)  To  cancel  any  licence  for  violation  of 
any  provision  of  the  scheme  or  of  any 
order  of  the  Board  or  of  the  regula¬ 
tions  : 

(/.)  To  require  full  information  relating  to 
the  production,  packing,  transporting, 
storing,  and  marketing  of  the  regu¬ 
lated  product  from  all  persons  engaged 
therein;  and  to  require  periodic  returns 
to  be  made  by  such  persons,  and  to 
inspect  the  books  and  premises  of  such 
persons : 

(g.)  To  fix  the  price  or  prices,  maximum 
price  or  prices,  minimum  price  or 
prices,  or  both  maximum  and  minimum 
prices  at  which  the  regulated  product, 
or  any  grade  or  class  thereof,  may  be 
bought  or  sold  in  the  Province;  and 
may  fix  different  prices  for  different 
parts  of  the  Province: 

(h.)  To  require  the  person  in  charge  of  any 
vehicle  in  which  the  regulated  product 
could  be  transported  to  permit  any 
member  or  employee  of  the  Board  to 
search  the  vehicle:

To  borrow,  raise,  or  secure  the  payment 
of  money  in  such  manner  as  the  Board 
may  think  fit  for  the  purpose  of  carry¬ 
ing  out  the  objects  of  the  scheme,  but 
at  no  time  shall  the  aggregate  financial 
obligation  of  the  Board'  incurred  by 
borrowing  exceed  $15,000:

To  require  the  books,  accounts,  and 
records  of  any  person  engaged  in  the 
production,  transporting,  packing,  stor¬ 
ing  or  marketing  of  a  regulated  product 
to  be  kept  in  the  English  language: 

(r.)  To  make  such  orders,  rules,  and  regu¬ 
lations  as  are  deemed'  by  the  Board 
necessary  or  advisable  to  control  and 
regulate  effectively  the  transportation, 
packing,  storage  and  marketing  of  the 
regulated  product,  and  to  amend  or 
revoke  the  same. 

23.  At  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  the  Board 
shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Provincial 
Board  a  full  report  of  the  Board’s  affairs  for 
the  fiscal  year,  signed  by  the  Chairman  and 
properly  audited.
